The camp was situated in 
the pine woods about four miles from 
Washington. 
" I t soems funny," she 
said, " t o speak of a pine wood just 
outside of Washington.

days the world was not so thickly pop­ 
ulated as it is now, and the woods were 
thick about the capital. The soldiers 
cut down the trees in the center of the 
woods, 
leaving 
a 
fringe 
about 
the 
camp." 


"One day my brother came to the 
little log cabin where mother and T 
were living and told us that President 
Lincoln was going to receive time sol­ 
diers nnd that we could go. At the 
White House tho president and Mrs. 
Lincoln 
were 
receiving their guosts. 
Mr. Lincoln was the kindliest-looking 
man I ever saw, and as the name of 
each soldier was called the president 
would take the man's hand and press 
it betwoen his two hands. He did have 
such enormous hands, and with 
the 
white Hid gloves that he usually wore, 
the hands looked much larger. 
Mrs. 
Lincoln was dressed most elaborately, 
but the majority of the women, espec­ 
ially those in line with, the soldiers, 
were dressed very plainly. 


"Secretary of State William 
Sew­ 
ard's son was a member of the same 
corps as my brother, and it was report­ 
ed about Washington that they would 
never see a battle. The men were rest­ 
less and getting angry when the order 
came to move. Such rejoicing as there 


was! 
They moved across the river and 
later were in all the big hatle* of the 
war."

BALDWIN PARK SECTION. * 


The property owners about Baldwin 
Parkland West Covina have reached a 
very satisfactory decision relative to 
the disposition of tho joint waters of 
tho San Dimas and Big and Little Dal­ 
ton washes. 
For sovoral months this 
year -there was a sontimont by some 
tjluit, these waters should 
bo carried 
westward 
and 
to tho .northward 
of 
Baldwin Park to tho San Gabriel river. 
Following a poriod of study and delib­ 
eration on tho part of tho people of 
those 
two 
localities, they are 
now 
ngreod 
that 
those 
waters should 
bo 
curried southward and to tho eastward 
of Baldwin Park to a junction 
with 
Walnut croek, as tho wator now AOWH, 
and then discharged into the San Ga- 
briol. This harmonious decision of tho 
people of these two communities is one 
to bo commended, ns it is the proper 
route for caring for thoso joint flood 
waters.

FUTURE OF ALASKA. 


A Comparison of Our Territory With 
tho Scandinavian Countries. 


Alaska has the same latitude as Den­ 
mark, "Norway. Sweden and Finland 
and similar climatic conditions. The 
same development may be expected in 
Alaska that has obtained in those 
Scandinavian countries, increased and 
intensified by her enormously great 
latent resources. 


The Scandinavian countries have 16,- 
000 square miles under cultivation and 
75,000 square miles in grazing. Our de- 
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present 
year is the Bassett bridge, 
which was opened for travel on Satur­ 
day last. This splendid bridge span­ 
ning the San Gabriel river on the Po­ 
mona valley boulevard is a massive 
specimen of engineering, crossing the 
river with eleven eighty-foot steel gir­ 
ders. 


This is one of the most important 
bridges in the county, since it carries 


the Susitwa. Tanana and Kuskokwin 
valleys, with an additional 100,000 suit­ 
able for hay and grazing, and another 
100,000 square miles of reindeer range. 
This estimate makes available for ag­ 
ricultural 
purposes 
260,000 
square 
miles of the 660,440 square miles which 
constitute Alaska's total area. 


Alaska's annual output of gold Is 
$20,000,000. Fisheries produce nearly 
as much; it has the richest and largest 


the heavy traffic between Los Angeles copper deposits in the world; it has 
and Pomona, Covina, and other valley 
towns on the Covina-Pomona boule­ 
vard. Since last September automobiles 
and other vehicles have been forced to 
leave the smooth boulevard for a de­ 
tour through the sandy wash.

The 8«al Ring. 


The seal ring dates back to the days 
of the Old Testament and products of 
the glyptic art, as gem engraving was 
called, were known in the most remoto 
times. Iu Exodus xxvlll, 17-20, men- 
lotion is made of the following stones, 
upon which the names of the twelve 
children of Israel were engraved: The 
sardius, the topaz, the carbuncle, the 
emerald, the sapphire, the diamond, 
the llgure, the agate, the amethyst 
beryl, onyx and jasper. 
In verse 2 
of the same chapter-we find mention 
of the engraving of signets upon the 
hardest stones. It is believed that the 
Egyptians instructed the Israelites in 
the art of stone engraving. The Egyp­ 
tians used the lapidary's wbeel and 
emery powder and knew tho use of 
the diamond In engraving otber bard 
stones. 
Among the Assyrian 
and 
Babylonian ruins were found fine spec­ 
imens of signets on gems, many of 
them set in rings.

No longer can wo minimize the dan­ 
ger of the situation. We have oome 
into a full realization of the fac^lhat 
the only solution of the problc%n is 
intervention 
by the United 
States, 
Thore is a general demand throughout 
the country, as voiced by the Republi­ 
can platform, for an aggressive policy 
in dealing with Mexico. The necessity 
for vigorous action was never more 
pronounced than it is now.

them. It is a terrifying condition.

wish I could write tho full details of 
the corn mobs and riots. The military 
use every effort, by use of bands and 
other means, to create anti-American 
demonstrations, but the peon has got­ 
ten wise, and is longing for the gringo 
to come and bring him food, and the 
older ones during the bread riots yelled 
vivas for the gringoes. A disastrous 
drouth has prevailed HOT over a year, 
which was broken a few days ago by 
heavy rains.

TAXING THE MOVIES. 


The new revenue bill promises to be 
the most exhausting system of taxa­ 
tion ever devised by a federal congress. 
Every business and vocation is levied 
upon.

levies is that on the movies. In -the 
small country towns the movie men 
must pay ten dollars each to make up 
the deficiency in government revenue 
caused by lowering the import duties 
on lemons, and the benefactions be­ 
stowed by the Underwood tariff.

towns and villages between 1000 and 
2000 population the tax levied on the 
movies is $15 each, and in towns and 
cities of 3000, $20. But movies exhib­ 
iting in cities of 3000 population and 
over must pay one-half of one per cent 
of their gross receipts from admission.

Indeed, if there be such a 
thing as one shade's taking vengeance 
upon another in the future world Colo­ 
nel Buncombe will a t least pull out 
Felix Walkes'ej tongue. 


It w a s all Walker's fault that "bun­ 
combe" became a term of reproach, 
and the incident which m a d e it so hap­ 
pened a century ago. 


Walker represented In congress a.dls- 
trict of North Carolina of which Bun­ 
combe county w a s a part. The county 
had been named a w a y back In 1791 in 
honor of Colonel Buncombe. 


Walker w a s one of those long dis­ 
tance orators w h o without half trying 
could empty the halls of congress and 
put t h e m In a condition beside which 
the dead 
streets of Pompeii 
appear 
great white w a y s . W h e n upbraided one 
day for talking about everything ex­ 
cept the question at issue Walker used 
this immortal phrase: 


"1 a m only talking for Buncombe," 
meaning his home county. 


And so "buncombe" became • n e w 
word in oar language, w h i c h h a s been 
conveniently shortened Into t h e collo­ 
quial "bunk."

Rejoice Over Heat 


Local Growers Hare Already Shipped 
540 Oars of Fruit This Season, With 
Fifty 
More 
Tet 
to 
Oo—Present 


' 
Trices Will Equalise Disastrous Re­ 
turns of Last Tear. 


f 
It has been a long time since the 
lemon, growers have had their inning, 
but they are having it now, and the 
money la rolling in like meal pouring 
cut of a great mill hopper. Eight hun­ 
dred dollars an acre net return is not 
beyond the reach of those whose groves 
ripened the most fruit during late May 
and.the month of June. 


During the last ten days or two weeks 
there have been reports to the effect 
that the San Dimas packing house has 
been getting from $7 to $7.50, and $7.90 
a box for lemons, in the eastern fruit 
auctions, but that fact is neither veri­ 
fied nor denied by Manager- Harwood 
of the San Dimas Lemon Association. 


*'I don't want to make a statement 
at such a time,'' says h e , ' ' further than 
to say that we. are getting very good 
prices and are well satisfied with the 
prospect. I attribute the splendid con­ 
dition of the lemon market to the fact 
that our production this year is far' 
short of the bumper crop we had last 
y6ar, and to the further fact 
that 
scorching hot weather has prevailed in 
the east and middle west for the past 
two or three weeks. We are selling a 
little most everywhere, but most of our 
cars are going east. At such a time as 
this it is not our policy to quote prices, 
because they are apt to be .snapped up 
by unscrupulous speculators and used 
to create unnatural prices for real es­ 
tate—a thing which it seems has not 
been the best thing for the lemon indus­ 
try in the past." 


This same San Dimas Lemon Asso- 
«iatlon is the key to the situation, it 
-may be said, inasmuch as it markets 
-twice as many lemons as all the^ other 
associations in this locality put togeth­ 
e r . 


San Dimas has already shipped 540 
.cars of lemons this eason, and it has 
50 cars yet to go. During the hot woa- 
ther Yof .July it shipped 110 cars. 
•'The ' Lordsburg-La Verne 
Orange 
Growers', 
1 Association: has shipped -10 


box, and that it cost $1.65 per box 
to start them on their way to market. 
One man in the San Dimas district 
stated that he hauled 4000 boxes of 
lemons to a packing house and drew 
bnck $110. 


Last year's poor prices are blamed 
to the fact that the summer in the 
east and the middle west was decidedly 
cool and 
that 
times hadn't 
become 
brisk then. This year there has been 
a blockade of merchant vessels in the 
Mediterranean and Sicilian fruits have 
not been reaching the eastern markets 
with any degree of regularity. 
More­ 
over, California has not had the quan­ 
tity of lemons to sell this year that it 
had last year, so the prevailing high 
price is brought about by a purely nat­ 
ural cause, and it will probably keep 
up until the lemons in the San Gabriel 
valley have been shipped and sold. 


The result is going to be that there 
will be an influx of citrus money such 
as has not been known since the early 
clays of the Taft 
administration. 


Orange prices are also building up 
well this season, and between the two 
the people of the citrus districts ought 
to be in a position to burn lots of gaso­ 
line before the next tourist crop comes 
on.

. While it hasn't; been getting the 
highest prices that have been received 
for lemons during the past week, if 
reports from other associations are cor­ 
rect, the Pomona Fruit Gorwers Ex­ 
change has nevertheless maintained an 
elegant average for its lemons during 
the hot weather, and its prices in July 
"have averaged from $0 to $6.50 per 
"box, or about $3000 per car. 


Most of the lemons shipped by it 
during the past three weeks have been 
what is called f. o. b. order stuff. They 
"have gone to Arizona, Now Mexico, 
and Texas, and have not gone into auc­ 
tions, but have brought big prices be­ 
cause the merchants in those sections 
have 
followed 
the 
eastern 
auction 
prices. 


Now the lemon packing house has 
to get $1.65 per box for lemons before 
it gets back the cost of picking, pack­ 
ing and shipping. Anything over $1.65 
a box, minus the $1.65 overhead ex­ 
pense, leaves the grower $4.60 net per 
box. 


An average acre of lemons produces 
about 400 boxes of fruit. 
But lemons 
that have been sold during July are 
lemons that were picked in late May 
or during June, and at that time an 
average acre yielded about 150 boxes 
of mature fruit. At that rate the grow­ 
ers who had May and June lemons sold 
in July probably got in the neighbor­ 
hood of |690 an acre for a part of the 
frop, and if they received $2 per box 
tfor the remaining 250 boxes from the 
-average acre they will 
get 
another 
$500 per apre, or a total of $1190 per 
acre for their lemons. 
It 
is 
nothing 
more than right to clip this total back 
'to $1,000 per acre as the net return 
for such lemons. 


But the fact should not be lout sight 
of that not all of the lemon growers 
have had lots of June lemons to sell in 
July, and if they net $1.50 per box on 
•400 boxes to the acre they will be 
cleaning up $600 per acre or $6,000 on 
a ten-acre grove. 


At the same time it is more than 
right to compare these 
figures 
with 
'those of last year. 
In July, 1013. the 
lemon packing houses had dozens of 
Carloads of cured lemons rotting in 
•storage because there was absolutely 
no demand for them. 
On<* association 
in 
this district admits that its June 
pool of lemons last year brought 
it 
red ink for the first time in its history. 
Bed ink means that the grower got 
nothing and the house didn't even get 
the coat of picking, packing and ship­ 
ping ont of the sale of the fruit, be­ 
cause it did not sell. This same asao- 
lig&atioa says that its lemon return all 
3&ft year did not average $2.50 per
